We know uot how far apy one’s nations!
vanity s at all troubled by the thoaght
which must present itaslf to any one who goas
throngh any congiderable part of Eogland aud
France with lLis eyes open, that there is hardly
any city in Eogland whioli can trace the sawme
anbroken historionl existence which csn be
traced by noarly every French town that can
boasy of enough of early importancs to have
been the gest of an ancient Bishoprio. The
history of a great number of French towns
follows aslugle type. The site has been a
place of humen habitation, and the osutre of &

more or less organized sociaty, as far back as |

history or trustworthy tradition oan take us,
It was & post, wost usually & fortrass over-
looking & river, which formed the atronghold,
the capital, if we may 8o eall it, of a Gaalish
tribe. From those timea till now it has nevar
ceazad to be, in one form or another, & seat of
habitation and of dominion, Tha Ganlish hill-
fort became the Roman town,
about with Roman walls, and it
LRowsn municipal constitution, In  the
Bouth it retained, aud  Btill  re-
taing, fits original ante-RHoman

Burdigala and Tolosa keep to this
with Lot slight chaoges, the pames which
they have borne from the baginning of things,
In the North the name of the towo was most

tants. In either case the continunons existeuce
of the town was not interrapted, and io elther
case an aucient Ganlish pawme, either of the
town itsslf or of the tribe, remains to this day.
Next, under the Roman domiustion a new
element comes in, destined to be as lastiog as
the other. Christianity is preached at an early
time, converts are found, persscntion follows,
gome saintly and martyred Bishop connsots
his namo for ever with the oity. As Carls-
tianity becomes the recoguized f(aitlh of the
Kmpire, the local church emerges from its
obscnrity, and obtaing a position which it was
never degtined to loge. Kzcept when it has
been tampered with by recent chaunges, the
epiroopal succescion in a Frenoh oity has gone
on nuinterruptedly since the third or fourth
oentury; the present oathedral stands on the
pite of & charch of thoee primitive times; the
extent of the diocose marks the extent of the

Roman eivil division of which the city was the ’

head. Then came the Teatonic inroads, those
of the Franks in the north, those of the Goths
and Burgundians in the south. The connsction
with the seat of Empire, with Rome Old or
New, first became npowioal and then was
wiped ont, altogether, till the day when the
Roman diadem was set on the brow of a
Frapkish kiog, But the Gaulish hill-fortrass,
the Homan city, lived through the storm. It
remained a seat of habitation and of dominion;
it retained its name, its position as the haad
of a district, in the sonth it even retainsd
large traces of itz Roman munipipal organiza-
tion. Above all, it retaioed its charaoter a2 a
geat of spiritual role, the seat of a chiet
church and its chief pastor. The cities of
Gaul bave lived on uninterruptedly from the
days of Sextina and Cwsar till now., The
episcopal churchies of Gaul lived on nninter-
ruptedly from the days of primitive Christen-
dom to the great Havolution. And with most
of them the great Revolation itsslf was only &

assing eclipse. The chief towns of Franve,
n short, are places which have been abodes

of man, seatz of man's industry and govern- |

ment, such a3 indostry and government have
been at varions tiwes, for eighteen hundred
or two thonsand years, and for as many more
prehistoric centuriss as any one chooses to
add. Dynasties, governments, nations, lan-
guages, all have chavged; but to this day the
ohief fort of each tribe overrun by Cresar
commonly remains the cathedral city of a
diocese, aud iz often also the capital of an
ancient province or a modern department,
Now this is the history not of one or two
cities only, but of a whole class. When any
place of any importance deviates from the
ty %m, it is at once noticed as an exception., It
i in no way interfered with by the faect that
many French bishoprics have been divided,
and #oms in modern timez nwited. The pro-
cess which is really destructive of continnity,
that of travelation from oue seat to another, is
exceedingly rare. And we may add that in
Fravce 1t {8 the old eities, the immemorial
ecclesiastioal and civil capitalg, which are, to
& very great extent, the seats of modern com-
merce and manufacture. Wea nesd not spaak
of tus age of Massalia, the Hellenic common-
wealth which braved the might of Cwsar, the
¥ree City of the Empire which braved the
might of Charluz of Anjon. But Lyons, Rouen,
Bordeaux, Amien?; Noutes, aro all examples
of modern industry and gommerce flodiog
their howes in the abodes of anci®ut couuts
and bishops. Cherbourg, Brest, Tolon,
though not equalling the assoclations of the
others, are all ancient aud historic towns.
Havre alone is modern, but it has lived thras
centuries, and three centuries, in the eyes of
many people, is a very respaoctable antiguity,

lish Bishoprics. Manchester and Leeds bear

| famous in the middle ages, Bristol and Nor-

out Loglaud onr convection with early times
in far more strovgly shown ininstitations than
in sites or buildings, Iu France it is the re-
versa,

The contrast, then, is striking in every way.
| A French city, the seat of a bishoprio, the
oapital of an ancient province, can commonly
ghow an uninterrupted existencs, an unin-
terrupted importance, from the very beginning
of civil and eocleginatieal history. The origin
of the town ia lost in the maza of pra-historio
| times, the erigin of the church is lost among
the early legends of saints and martyra. The
city retaine efther its own Celtic naws or the
nawe of the Celuc tribe of whick it waa the
Lhead. In Epglaud, on the other hand, cities
aud churches ars all of cymparatively recent
date, Notmore than two or thres can even
pretend to a continuons existence from British
or Roman times, Names have chavged, the
geata of dominion have shified, the seats of
ecclesiastionl and of civil rule do not eoincids;
they often have never coincided, The eon-
tinuous local Listory of our eities beging, as a
| ¥ule, with the seventh century or later. The
| recorded continuouns local history of & French
oity goes back lo Cwsar or Bextius, and the
days of Cwsar or Sextius wers not its ba-
| gioning.  Everything in Kngland poiuts

to a thorough uprooting of old in-
| stitntions, the formation of old sies, a

complete destruction, inshort, of all organiza-
tion and governments, which left a new na-
| tion to make & new start, That is to say, the
[ English conguest of Britain was something
| wholly different from the Fiankish, Bargoun-
dian, Gothic conquests of Gaul. Without
| making this comparison, and without oarry-
ing it out into minute details, no one ean nn-
derstand the plienomena of our early history.
Now this is just what our ingenious theorists,
our genealogists who trace our pedigree up
to onr Dritish ancestors, our clever men who
stand up for the Homan origin of. Eoglish
municipalities, never take the troubls to do.
History, like philogophy, to ba really philo-

| sophical, must not be conjeciural, but ocom-

parative, A comparison of Britain with Gaal
or Spain will teachh more thau ten thonsand
ingenicus guesses. It is written on the faca
of the two countries that the English conquest
of Britain places a complete break, what we
philosoplLers call & “solation of continanity,”
batween the days before and the days aftsr it.
The Fraukish couguest of Gaul, with all the
important chianges that it bronght about,
made no such complete break. In a word,
Fnglishmen are Unglishmen, with a certain
Cultie infusion, Frenchmen, notwithstandiog
# certain Teutonie infusion, are Celts to this

| day.

Tuarn to our own country, and, instead of a |

whole class of fmnmemorial Gaunlish cities, we
shall find at most two or thres which make a
distant and doublul approach to an analogouns
oharacter,
gite of Homan towns, but very few, if auny,
Eoglish towns can trace the same uninter-
rupted conpeotion with primitive times which
is still plainly written on the aacient oities of
Fraves. It is by no means clear that the Ro-
man towns in Dritain so generally oovupied
Celtiv gites as Lthey did in Gaul; it is quite cer-
tain that few or mo laglish towns can show
the same continnous existence from Roman
times whioh 80 many Fronch townps can. A
great gilf, an interval of historic darknsss, a
puriod given up to the conjectures and infer-
ences of ingenions wen, divides their latest
recorded Roman existence from their earliest
recorded Fnglish existence, No existing Log-
lish, or even Welsh, Bishoprie pretends to
trace an nuioterrnpted Episcopal sacceasion
furtbher back than the sixth century. That any
Euglish towna retain a traditional, or even
an {mitative, Homan counstitution, iz a
mere dream withoat a shadow of proof.
Nay, it is not even certain that the sites of
the anclent Roman towns were continuously
inbabited, Many of them are wutterly for-
saken, otbers have obanged their nawmes, of
those which have kept their names several are
suspected to have ochanged their sites. London
retaing its name, but very learned antiguaries
doubt whether the oldest Eaglish London oo-
cupied the site of Roman London.
But, after all, the Bishopric is generally the
best means of comparison. Of gonrss, we set
agide the sees fonuded in Eogland by Henry
the Highth and in our own day, just a3 we set
aside the wore recent Bishoprics of France.
We have no concern with the ges of Manches-
ter or with the see of Versailles. We have no
concern even with the see of Gloucvsster or the
